The Petitioner notes the dismissal of the Petition Under 
37 C.F.R. 1.47(a) to proceed with prosecution of the above- 
referenced patent application notwithstanding the refusal of 
one inventor, Christopher L. Kesh, to join in the application. 

The decision of January 14, 2002 notes a deficiency 
regarding proof that the non-signing inventor has refused to
